Considerable alsrm prevails in 
Dutch trading circles, etates The 
Board of Trade Journal, or 
account ofthe unfavourable prices 
for East Indian tobacco.

Is Movement. Going Back? 
Outwandiy the Trade Union 
movement seems to be stronger 
and more powerful than ever: bat 
those who stody it from the inside 
(says a Labour correspondent to 
a Home Journal) are well aware 
that appearances in this case are 
‘|deceptive, and some of the best 
friouds of Labour do not conceal 
their anxiety regarding the posi- 
tion of Trade Unionism in this 
country to-day. During the war 
the movement grew by leapa and 
bouuda, and the membership of 
the anions registered uvder the 
Act more than doubdlad, & point 
being reached where it was 
esiimated that four out of every 
five persons of adult age belong- 
ing to what is called the working. 
classes wore jo the unions. 


Nominally, this js still the case. 
and most of the unions publish 
paper figores that give the im- 
pression that tke conditiots have 
not changed is any way during 
the last few months. For some 
time past I have suspected that 
these figures were misleading, 
and I set myself the'task of mak- 
ing toquiries with the object of 
confirming or dispelling my 
suspicions. As a result of in- 
quiries made with the assistange 
of somo of the bes’ informed men 
in the Trade Union movement, f 
am now satisfied that my first 


-}suspicions were correct, and the 


position of Trade Unionism to- 
day is anything but as bright as 
is is represented to be. ‘There 
is a hig slump in momoershio, 
and, #0 far From sbowing signs of 
abating, this slump appears to 
be getting worse than ever, 
Confidential figures prepared 
by the chiefs of the movement for 
private circulation revral the 
startling fact that though paper 
mombership .remains much the 
same, there bas been a fall of 
oearly a. milljon in membership 
judged by payments, and at the 
Present time the members ere 
lapsing at the ruinous rate of 
nearly 50,000 rer week. Side by 
side with this shrinkage in paying 
membersbip there is acorreapond- 
ing and not unpatural falling off 
in fonds, and I have reason to 
balieve that wheress the accumul- 
ated. funds of the principal trade 
unions reached the figure of £4 
to £6 per head in pre-war days. 
the total to-day is well below £1 
per bead; and the greater part of 
this belongs to a union that has 
bean remarkably fortunate dur- 
irig the war. : 


If this society, with its 300,000 
members was Jefe out of count, it 
sould be found that half-a-crown 
per head would represent the 
accumulated fonds of all 
the other unions. Usually 
trade unions face a spell of bad 
trade such as they are now fac- 
ing with financia! reserves, buat 
the position to-day is that a 
surprising number of sécieties 
are obliged to carry on with only 
afew hundreds of pounds in re- 
serve, and many,are actually in 
debt. I have been shown a list 
of eight important trade unions 
st present living beyond their 
means, with very slender bal- 
anceaat the bank and sxpendi- 
ture exceeding income ata rate 
that spells bankruptey within # 
few weeks unless the position is 
improved at once. | 


This slump is partly due to 
onemployment, which always 
affects trade union membership, 
shousands of members lapsing in 
bad times, but we have had bad 
times before, and the effects to- 
day are worse than ever they 
have been. That keing the

SHANGHAI POLICE 
RESIGNATIONS. 


-Purely Individual 
Dissatisfaction. 


Eight members of the Moanicipat 
Police have tendered their re- 
signations on the ground of being 
dissatisfied with conditioas of ser- 
vice, in parsicolar witb reference 
to salary. The suggestion that 
the action taken by these men 
indicates a general feeling of dis- 
satisfaction needs qualification, io 
view of the specia] circamstances 
attending the cases in questicn. 


Te.appears that there was re- 
cently conducted the usual ex- 
‘amination for promotion to the 
rank of sergeant, and the eight 
men in question were amongst 
the competitors, numbering al- 
together over 50 men, all of 
whom qualified to sit for the ‘ex- 
amination by virtue of 18 
months’ service in the force. Fif- 
teen men failed to pass the ex- 
amination, the same eight men 
being amongst this number at the 
bottom of the list, end scegrding- 
ly they forego such advantages 
as a pass would bave afforded 
them. In these circumstances, 
the resignations were sent in, 
and as there appears to be no 
reason for exceptional treatment 
in the matter of pay and promo- 
tion, no doubt they will 
accepted by the Council in due 
course.

What do the Sinn Fein leaders
